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|N the Preface to the Second Volume 
of this " Bibliography of Printing," 
reference was made to the causes 
which rendered necessary the 
issue of a Third volume. 

The first portion of the matter 
appeared in the Printing Times 
and Lithographer as far back as 
January, 1876. The first volume 
of the reproduction in book form went to press in 1880, 
the second in 1884. What has been described as a long 
and laborious task, but one correspondingly necessary and 
useful in the interests of the literature of the art, is now 
brought to a close. 

It is obvious that the method of publication and the 
alphabetical system of arrangement of this work must 
have precluded the citation of many works which, if the 
** Bibliography " had been only now issued as a whole, 
would have been included. This shortcoming is remedied 
by the record and review of new books given in the 
journal above mentioned, and to which the yearly index 
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gives immediate reference. It will be found, however, 
that. an endeavour has been made to obviate this dis- 
advantage by bringing the later articles, such as " Typo- 
graphy " up to date. 

It had, certainly, at one time been intended to continue 
the catalogue in the shape of a Sup])lement, but the 
wishes of subscribers, anxious to see the completion 
of a work so long in progress, prevailed, and for the 
same reason a mass of valuable matter relative to the 
publications and history of Printers' Societies has been 
for the present withheld. 

The health of Mr. Charles Wvman, to which reference 
was made in the preceding volume, has not yet been 
restored, but the collaborateurs already mentioned have 
continued their valuable and most kindly assistance. 

Mr. John Southward, to whose services allusion was 
made in the prefaces of the first two volumes, has 
revised and collated the various proof-sheets, and from 
the commencement has written the principal annotations 
and biographies. Mr. William Blades, Mr. Theodor 
GoEBEL, of Stuttgart; Mr. John H. Hessels, of Cam- 
bridge; Mr. Louis Mohr, of Strasbourg; Mr. Theo. 
L, DE Vinne, of New York, and Mr. Van der Haegen, 
of Ghent, — names of the highest eminence in this 
de^xirtment * of Bibliography, — have all rendered in- 
valuable aid, and contributed most materially to the 
carrying out of an enterprise the results of which are 
now in the hands of the reader.

From them I received information 
respecting the transactions and events 
which occurred in their own time, and 
also concerning those of which , they 
received the details from their prede- 
cessors. By these means I have been 
enabled to record many circumstances 
and events which must soon have been 
buried in oblivion. My long acquaint- 
ance with printing, and the researches I 
made in several of the colonics before 
the Revolution, certainly afforded me no 
inconsiderable aid in this undertr^king ; 
and, to this advantage, I may add, and I 
do it with sincere and grateful acknow- 
ledgments, that I have received the 
most friendly attention to my inquiries 
from gentlemen in different parts of the 
United States. 

'* The history of printing in America, 
I have brought down to the most im- 
portant event in the annals of uur 
coiintrj- — the Revolution.

In the introduction it is stated that 
thu compilation is not offered as a new 
work^ nor to give the experienced printer 
any mstructions for the guidance of his 
business^ but with the view of collecting 
such information as has been accumu- 
lated by the labours of those who have 
written before on the subject. Many 
tables, however, have been added (it is 
stated) which ** have not as yet appeared 
in a Printers' Grammar, new tables of 
calculations, plans of imposition, and 
scales of prices. ' ' 

The following criticism, by Timperley, 
of previous wnters on the same subject 
may be worth reproduction : — ** The fir»l 
work written in England expressly for 
the use of the trade, was * Smith's Printers' 
Grammar,' 175^, which consequently 
laid the foundation for all his successors : 
Luckombe's * History and Art of Print- 
ing,' 1770; Stower*s ' Printers' Grammar,' 
1808; Jfohnson's ' Typographia ; or, the 
Printers' Instructor,' 1824 ; and Hansard's 
' Typographia,' 1825. Stowcr says that 
Smith's was the foundation of his work ; 
Luckombe compiled his work from three 
sources, namely Ames's 'Typographical 
Antiquities' for the historical piart, Smith's 
'Printers' Grammar' for the practical 
part of the composing department, and 
Moxon's 'Mechanick Exercises ' for the 
press work. It is very clear that Luckombe 
made free use of his predecessor as far as 
he went ; for, upon a close comparison, 
much of Luckombe will be found to be 
plagiarised from Smith, altered a little in 
arrangement and phraseology ; and that, 
in his turn, Stower copied from Luckombe. 
Smith, from his own acknowledgment, 
appears to have compiled his book under 
verv adverse circumstances, and solely 
with a view to relieve himself from his 
embarrassments. It is plain he only went 



half through with his design, since his 
volume treats only upon the business 
of a compositor, not mentioning once 
press or pressman. Hansard says that his 
work is partly founded upon the basis 
of the ' Printers' Grammar published by 
Mr. Stower; and Johnson acknowledges 
the sources whence he compiled nis 
* Typographia.' Thus it plainly appears, 
that each writer of a Printers' Grammar 
has not hesitated to take from his prede- 
cessor all that he thought requisite to 
form his own." Timperley begins with 
an essay on punctuation, and proceeds to 
composing, imposing, correcting in metal, 
typographical marks, the reader's voca- 
tion, and scales of prices, describinz by 
the wav all the chief implements of the 
art. He then gives directions to press- 
men, with a description and views of the 
Stanhope (omitting the old wooden press 
on the ground that " at the present day 
{1838I its use is nearly exploded"), the 
Columbian, the Albion, and the Imperial 
presses, with short notes concerning other 
presses. He treats of presswork in a 
thoroughly practical manner, and gives 
various recipes for ink and roller-nuking, 
&c. In the "conclusion," he refers to 
the great progress made during the 
thirty years previously in fine printing, 
stating that Baskerville many years 
before had given the first impulse to 
improvement, while the exertions of 
Rensley, Bulmer, and McCrcery contri- 
buted to give a new tone and character to 
the profession. The work ends with a list 
of the technical terms used by printers, 
which is, by the wav, very incomplete. 

The "Printers' Manual" is usually 
bound up with the " Encyclopaedia of 
Literary and Typographical Anecdote" 
under the circumstances mentioned in 
the succeeding article ; but it does not 
form an integral part of that work, and 
the paging, style of composition, &c., 
are altogether distinct.

The original preface (retained in Bohn's 
reissue) is dated Manchester, June i, 
1839. It is therein stated that the portion 
of the work which forms the introduction 
was ddivoed as one of two lectures in 
1828, and the author was induced to 
pursue the subject further, as a means 
both of self-instruction and amusement 
for his leisure hours. * ' From that time to 
the present," says Timperley, "scarcely 
any other object has engrossed mote 
of my attention than that of obtaining 
every information relative to Printers and 
Ftinting. Not aware of tbe labours that 
others had performed, and without an 
assistant, 1 nad many obstacles to con- 
tend with, and soon became well con- 
vinced that the design I had formed was 
above the bibliographical acquirements 
of a journeyman printer. Stimulated, 
however, to proceed, I continued my 
researches with increased ardour, and, 
though conscious of not having made 
the work what it mi^ht have been under 
more favourable arcumstances, yet I 
trust some merit may be thought due fc»- 
the attempt : and snail feel grattlied, if 
placed in the field of literature, only as a 
pioneer, to induce some abler hand to 
improve the work, and make it more 
worthy dT the literary world and the 
profession of which it treats. ' 



The author gives, in the preface, the 
following ac«>unt of his early days : — *' I 
received the rudiments <^ my educatioa 
at a day-school in my native town, 
Manchester, and was afterwards removed 
to the free grammar-school under the 
Rev. Thomas GaskelL Early attached 
to a love of reading, I have remained all 
my life an ardent inquirer after know- 
ledge. From the month of March, 1810 
(bemg then little more than fifteen years 
of ageX to November a8, 18 15, my dajrs 
were passed in the 33rd Regiment of 
Foot, from which I obtained my discharge 
in consequence of wounds received at the 
battle of Waterloo. During those years 
I had few facilities of self-improvement. 
Having been S4>prenticed to an engraver 
and copperplate printer, I resumed the 
latter on returning from the army ; but, 
from a distaste and other causes which 
need not be here stated, in the year 1821 
I adopted the profession of a letterpress- 

B inter, under indenture, with Messrs. 
icey & Smithson, proprietors of the 
NorthatM^ion yfercury^ and feel gratified 
that an opportunity has occurred of 
publicly recording my gratitude to Mr. 
Robert Smithson, printer and editor 
of the Afrrmry, for his uniform kindness 
during my abode at Northampton, and 
to whose advice I am solely indebted for 
a very material change, both in my 
circumstance and conduct. Adopting 
the profession of a printer, with the view 
of affording me that literary information 
which I so ardently desired, I en- 
deavoured to become acquainted with 
its history. From this desire arose the 
"Lectures "at Warwick, the "Songs of 
the Press ■• at Nottingham, and finally 
the "Dictionary of I^nters and Print- 
ing," with the "Printers' Manual" at 
Manchester. 

The preface occupies 6 pages ; and the 
introduction " On the Origin of Language 
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and the Modes and Materials used by the 
Ancients for Transmitting Knowledge 
before the Invention of Printing," 31 
pa^es.

In regard to the con- 
troversy respecting the first discoverer, 
Timperley says: — "The dispute has 
turned rather on words than facts, and it 
seems to have arisen from the different 
definitions of the word ' printing.' If we 
estimate the discovery from the invention 
of the principle, the honour is un- 
questinnablv due to Laurence Koster, a 
native of Haarlem, who first found out 
the method of impressing characters on 
paper by means of carved blocks of 
wood. ^ If movable t^pes be considered 
as a criterion, the merit of the discovery 
is due to John Gutenberg, of'Mentz, and 
SchcefTer, in conjunction with Faust, was 
the first who founded types of metal."

It is interesting to record that 
Timperley says, in hts Introduction, that 
it was his intention " to ^ve a complete 
list of the works which had^ been 
produced upon the history of printing, 
with short oiographical notices of thetr 
authors. This, 1 found, would have 
extended the work more than was con- 
templated : and, indeed, after much 
labour, I found that I could not, for the 
present, give them as complete as would 
nave been desired."

This still keeps its place as the best 
collection of printers* songs written in the 
English language, but there are French 
and German works of a similar character 
that much surpass it in scope and style. 

An interesting sketch of Charles H. 
Timperley, written by Dr. Spencer Hall, 
appttired in the LithognipHer^ vol. iv., 
p. 321 (April, 1874), and Mr. W. Blades 
contributed to the Printer^ Rfgister^ 
December, 1^73, a short memoir, from 
which the following faas are derived :— 

Charles H. Timperlrv was bom in 
Manchester in 179^ In x8zo he enlisted 
in the 33rd Regiment of Foot. He 
fought at Waterloo, and, being wounded, 
received his dischai^e in November, 18x5. 
He then became a letterpress printer, 
serving his time, under inaentures, with 
the proprietors of the Northatnpton 
Mercury, In 1838, he delivered two 
lectures upon the Art of Printing, before 
the Warwick and Leamington Literary 
Institution, which met with a very favour- 
able reception ; and from that time, to 



quote his own words, " scarcely any 
other object engrossed more of my at- 
tention than that of^btaining information 
upton all points concerning printers and 
printing. 

I'he followinji; is a kindly tribute to the 
memory of Timperley, from the same 
article: — "It is more than forty years since 
a stranger^ lame from being long before 
wounded m battle, limped in the gloom 
of a winter evening into Nottingham. 
A load*of coals had been put down near 
the door of Mr. Henson, at the top of 
the Poultry. Our wayfarer asked if he 
might be employed in 'getting in' the 
said coals ; and, cheered by an amrmative 
answer, did the work well, for which he 
was as cheerfully paid a shilling, that 
enabled him to secure a simple refection 
and a bed. 

"A few days afterwards he was 
working by my side in the Nottingham 
Mercury office, on South Parade, and 
telling me the story of his fortunes. His 
name was Charles H. Timperley. 

" Charles Timperley was neither tall. 
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stout, nor handsome; but there was 
something about him that could not but 
win for him resi)ect and confidence; he 
had editorial a<(piration.s and only a few 
months had passed ere he was foreman 
in the office of Mr. Kirk, St. Peter's 
Gate, and editor of a little monthly 
magazine called the NottiHgham (or 
Nottingkamskirt) H^reatk, While thus 
engaged, he married a respectable widow, 
and shortly afterwards left the town. 
It was little we heard of him thence for 
many years, except that he had been 
engaged in compiling ' Songs of the 
Press,' in reality a collection of all the 
scraps of verse he could gather on the 
subject ; a thick and masterly volume on 
the History of Printing, and other works 
of the same kind, all evincing the most 
marvellous research and industry, when 
one day, in the year 1845, as I was sitting 
in my room in London, Mr. Timperley, 
preceded by his card, came in, and I felt 
very glad to see him^ having often 
wondered what, after leaving Nottmgham, 
had b^en his fate. 

" His dress, his address, and tone 
altogether, bespoke the gentleman and 
scholar. My memory of his ha vine in 
his adversity earned that honest shilling 
at the lop of the Poultr)*-, by getting in 
the coals, added greatly in my eyes to 
his manly dignity ; and I felt not a little 
complimented when he told me that the 
object of his visit was not only to con- 
gratulate me on my own progress in life, 
but to ask if I would give him liberty to 
quote some verse of mine in a book he 
was then editing, on the Scenery of the 
English Lakes. 

* 'And what, sir,| I cordially asked, 
'may be your position in life, after all 
your trials and struggles partially known 
to us ? ' 

^ '' There was a modest tone of satisfac* 
tion and cheerfulness in his reply, that he 
was enjoying a regular engagement under 
a large publishing firm as general editor, 
at a handsome Kdary, and that his life 
altogether was as comfortable as he could 
wish it to be at his age, and in his 
circumstances. 



" On inauiring for him in ailer-years, 
I was told Mr. Timperley was dead ; but 
he will never die to me. I see him often in 
all his vicissitudes— the printer's boy, the 
wounded soldier, the limping compositor 
on tramp ; the foreman and humble con- 
ductor m Nottingham of the IVreath ; 
the industrious and successful coUabo- 
rattur and chronicler in (x>ndon; the 

{genuine example throughout of an intel- 
igent and most worthy man ; but in no 
phase does he to my mind ever seem 
more respectable than in the practical 
rebuke he made of himself to all fastidious 
and idle vagabonds^ when on that cold 
and dreary evening, m the Poultry, he got 
in Mr. Henson's coals rather than beg." 
In publishing the preceding, the Litha- 
grapker^\ft some extraas from Curwen's 
"History of Booksellers'* (Chatto ^ 
Windus), which furnish the information 
that_ has often been sought as to the 
original cause of the troubles and the 
ultimate position of Charles Timperley. 
It appears that the printers of the 
"Dictionary of Printers and Printing" 
(Bankes & Co.) also carried on an 
immense trade upon a thoroughly repre- 
hensible system. The managing partner 
of the firm was one Hayward, and, to 
quote the work named, " he opened shops 
in various places, placed his own servants 
in possession, and made them accept bills 
to a very large amount. These bills were 
discounted at the Manchester Bank, and, 
when the crash came, the bank was a 
creditor upon the estate to the amount 
of ;£t2o,ooo, while the London publishers 
were indebted to the extent of j^ioo,ooo. 
Among the shopmen in charge under 
Hayward's system was I'imperley, a 
printer, and a man of considerable literary 
ability. l*o pay the debts contracted 
through his wholesale acceptance of bills, 
he consigned his stock to an auctioneer, 
who. after disposing of it by auction, ran 
off with the proceeds of the sale. Tim- 
perley, heart - broken by misfortune, 
accepted a literary engagement with 
Fisher & Jackson, of London, and in 
their service he died."

This is a handsome volume, issued 
yearly, consisting of specimens of 
printing. Kach member of the '* Ex- 
change" provides about 300 copies of 
any one piece of work ; the entire 
number is afterwards collated into sets, 
each contributor thus receiving 300 
specimens, all different, in place of nis 
own 300 all alike. The specimens are 
arranged alphabetically, and Mr. Tuer 
writes a preface criticising the examples 
presentea and offering suggestions for 
the future improvement and extension 
of the plan. The preface and the 
specimens, with an index, form a volume, 
issued, as above stated, annually. The 
idea has received the warm approval of 
many eminent typographcni and biblio- 
philes. Mr. John Ruskin writes : " I 
assure you how gladly I hear of an 
association of printers who will some- 
times issue work in a form worthy of 
their own craft, and showing to the 
uttermost the best of which it is 
capable." 

The idea of this scheme was suggested 
by Mr. Thomas Hailing, a Cheltenham 



printer, but its practical realisation is 
entirely due to the energy and enthusiasm 
of Mr. Andrew W. Tuer, the editor 
of the Paper and Primtht^ Trades 
JourTiat. The object in view is the 
technical education of the working 
printer, who thus becomes possessed of 
a knowledge of the progress made by 
his brethren. Good work and good taste 
are by this means fostered and mutually 
encouraged. The beautiful, amazingly 
elaborate, and many-coloured specimens 
of which the volume is composed, consist 
of miscel'aneous printing of every con- 
ceivable description. The " Exchange " 
numbers in its ranks master-printers, 
managers, overseers, compositors, press- 
men, and apprentices. The successive 
volumes show a marked improvement in 
the quality of the work, a fact which 
shows the success of Mr. Titer's move- 
ment. He untiringly points out that 
there is no royal road to the achievement 
of good printing, and further, that the 
power — or rather the habit which be- 
comes a power — of taking infinite pains 
is the only way to success.

Typography, Invention of. 

A comprehensive review of the contro- 
versy concerning the origin of Printing 
has been given in this BntLiOGRAPHV 
s.v. KosTBR (vol. i. p. 402), and it has 
been shown that the discussion may be 
divided into seven epochs, each marked 
by the appearance of an original treatise 
on the subject. Since that article was 
pubUshed, the controversy has entered 
upon another phase, and an eighth epoch 
has now to be added. I'he circumstances 
which have led to diis result must here 
be recorded. 

In 1879 the editor of the Printing 
Times and Lithographer obtained the 
promise of Mr. J. H. Hessels of Cam- 
bridge to write for that periodical a 
review of a new work by Dr. Van der 
Linde on "Gutenberg." The task 
was cheerfully undertaken, but its mag- 
nitude was not at first realised. Mr. 
liessels had hoped that when he had 
read Dr. Van der I^inde's book, professing 
to be based on documents, he should 
have obtained all the information he 
wanted, and should at the same time 
have been able to lay before the English 
public — the book was in German— such 
particulars with regard to this subject as 
might reasonably be desired. " I regret 
to say, ** Mr. Hessels adds, *' that Dr. 
Van der linde's work proved to be quite 
insufficient to mee( such a modest 
demand." Mr. Hessels accordingly 
undertook an entirely original and in- 
dependent review of all the evidences in 
existence wbicti bore upon the question 
whether Gutenberg can be regarded as 
the inventor of printing. Mr. Hessels 
visited different parts of the Continent 
repeatedly for the special purpose of 
verifying the deductions of previous 
writers^ and examining for himself the 
various documents upon which they had 
based their theories. 

The result is disquieting if not startling, 
for it renders almost obsolete even the 
latest memoirs of the presumed proto- 
printer. We have given, s. v. Guten- 
URRG, a careful abstract of such facts as 
have hitherto been accepted concerning 
him. and prutiably that article, although 
nece^.sarily concise, accurately repre- 



sented the views uf the best authorities 
at the time it was written. Its sute- 
ments must now be considerably modified, 
and we can refer with less reserve to its 
shortcomings, from the fact that in his 
editorial capacity Mr. Charles Wyman, 
one of the compilers of the present 
BiBLioGRAFHV, was privileged to be 
instnunental in causing so many 
historical fallacies to be exposed, throuun 
the zeal, industry, and learning of ^fr. 
Hessels. 

Up to the present day all that is known 
concerning John Gutenberg and his con- 
nexion with the origin of printing is 
derived from twenty-three memorials. 
These consist of manuscripts and relics, 
and they have all been examined by Mr. 
Hessels. We have extiacted from his 
work on "Gutenbei^" the particulars 
following. The title of each memorial 
has been given, or sufficient of it for 
identification. ^ After that is presented 
wherever practicable {a) a statement asto 
when, where, and by whom the memorial 
was originally discovered ; (J>) by whom 
and when it was first published, with 
a reference to the work in which it ori|;i- 
nally appeared ; (r) Mr. Hessels's verdict 
as to Its authenticity or .spuriousness, 
with in some cases his reasons for arriving 
at his several conclusions. The numbers 
prefixed are, of course, given merely for 
convenience of reference ; they are iden- 
tical with those in the book we epitomise. 

We also follow the orthography therein 
adopted. Nos. 4 to 11 inclusive, with 
the exception of No. 9, bear upon Guten- 
berg's proceedings at Strassburg ; Nos. 
12 to 23 those at Mentz.

1793, at a revolutionary 
fete. All hopes, therefore, of e.xamiuing 
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the volumes containing the entries of 
this lawsuit have vanished for ever. 
In his *' Vindicia;," p. 12, Schoepflin 

f^ives a circumstantial account of his al- 
eged discovery of the first section of the 
document, viz. parts A and B. About 
1740 many German and Dutch towns 
celebrated the memory of the invention of 
printing: he therefore considered it the 
proper occasion to invest ij^ate it more 
closely, and began to examine the public 
documents of all kinds, the commentaries 
and registers preserved in the Archives 
of the city, and which were hitherto 
neglected by his prcdecessuis. Five 
years after, i.e. 1745, the tower called 
Pfenningthum, where the Stiassburg 
treasures were preserved, began to be 
destroyed. He accidentally entered a 
room rarely unlocked before, when, along 
with H. Barthius,the chief of tlie archives, 
he discovered a code of 1439, and saw the 
name of Gutenberg, lo Mr. Hesi>eb 
the story appears suspicious on the face 
of it. Schoepflin had been very anxious 
to find a certain date to_ support his 
theory that printine was invented and 
practised at Strassburg before Mentz ; 
and this discovery ju&t provided him with 
one. In his "Alsatia lUustrala," 1761, 
Schoepflin stated that the remainder, or 
part C, had been communicated to him 
by Jac Wencker, councillor and chief of 
the public archives at Strassburg. If, 
therefore, we admit the possibility of the 
documents having been forged, two dis- 
honest men must have been concerned, 
as Wencker discovered one part of the 
lawsuit and Schoepflin another. The 
reply is, that no one ever saw the sentence 
of the senate said to have been discovered 
by Wencker, and that Schoepflin pub- 
lished only in 1760, which was seventeen 
years after Wencker's death. It may 
also be said that neither of the two could, 
if they would, have forged such lenethy 
documents as those of the Strassburg 
lawsuit, because in their time people were 
too ignorant of the laneuage and of paleo- 
graphy. But Schoepflin had unrestricted 
access to the Strassburg archives, and if 
he could imitate the handwriting of the 
15th century he had merely to take a 
document which contained sentences 
somewhat similar to those he wished to 
introduce into his document, to change 
the names and modify circumstances, 
and he had all he wanted. . Mr. Hesscis 
does not say that this was the case ; he 
merely does not think a forgery impos- 
sible. De Laborde examined the entries 
about 1840, and in his " DAuts de I'lm-

ibliographical deitcnption of the two 



volumes A and B. Schoepflin may, 
however, have found blank leaves in the 
volumes which enabled him to insert his 
documents. Dr. Van der Linde, although 
a stanch supporter of Gutenberg, is 
anything but favourable to the genuine- 
ness of these documents.

the then librarian, and, indeed, it was 
not found up to 1881. But Dr. Wsrss ha& 
discovered a copy of the work in the 
Darmstadt Hof Library, but without any 
rubrics. As a matter of fact, Hessels 
has proved that the rubric is a forgery, 
but this time it cannot be ascribed to 
Bodmann. Fischer says, that he himself 
discovered the Tractatus with the 
rubrication. 

A very important secondary result has 
followed the detection of this fraud. 
It has enabled Mr. Hessels to remove 
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the following Mven books from the list 

of works usually ascribed to Gutenberg : —

It may here be mentioned that the 
discovery of one of the initials of the 
3o-]ine Indulgence of 1454, in an in- 
dulgence of 14'^f printed by Peter 
fxhoeflfer, coupled with other circum- 
stances, has enabled Mr. Hessels to 
remove from the list of Gutenberg's 
printed productions also the celebrated

Moguntino. Hessels visited Wflrzburg 
to examine the volume in which another 
transcript of the letter had been du- 
covered. He encountered no reason to 
suspect the authenticity of the Cartulary 
in which this transcript is found. 

We may noW epitomise the results 
arrived at by Mr. Hessels. 

Documents i, xp, 17. — These are for- 
geries by Prof, fiodmann, "who had 
so well posted himself up in the hand- 
writing and language of old documents 
that he was able to supply his credulous 
friends with anything they wished." 

Documents 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 10, xi, 12, 15, 
18, 19, 31.— lliese merely establish the 
fact of Gutenberg's existence. 

Document 6. — i*his is an invention, if 
not a forgery, either of Schoepflin or of 
Wencker. 

Document (or relic) 9. — This is a 
palpable fraud, as above stated. 

Document 16. — 'i'his is a foiled im- 
print, by some person unknown. 

Document so.— 'iliis must be a forgery, 
if it ever has existed at all. 

Document «2. — ^This is not a forgery, 
but an entrv that refers to a man who 
was dead before X423, and who was 
perhaps Gutenberg's granduncle, but not 
Gutenberg himself. 

All the preceding ^ documents are, 
therefore, either forgeries or they do not 
help us in the controversy. 

Documents 7, xa, 23. — From these 
Gutenberg may safely be regarded as a 
Mentz pnnter, who was esublished in 
that city at least as early as 1455 ; but 
they leave us in the dark as to whether 
he was "the inventor," and as to what 
he did print and what types had been in 
his possession. 

The conclusion is thus formulated : — 
" The question ' Was GutcnlH-TR the 
Inventor of IMntinjj,' I must leave, to my 
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great regret, unanswered* because all 
data for a decision are wantin^^. . . . 
AsearlvasNov. 15, 1454, twopnnters were 
at work at Mentz ; the name of one of 
them may have been Johann Gutenberg 
(perhaps subtiidised by Johann FustX 
but it IS not stated anywhere ; the name 
of the other is, in all probability Peter 
(Schoeflfer) de Gemsheim. I'nat the 
latter did not consider himself to have 
been the first or even the chief printer of 
Mentz, seems sufficiently clear from what 
we may call his own statement, in the 
imprint of the ' Justinianus * of 24 May, 
iaS8, in which he speaks of two Johannes : 
' Librorum ^ insignes prothocaragmatict 
quos genuit ambos urbs Maguntina,' 
One of these Johannes must have been 
Johann Fust : who was the other? 
Everybody says Gutenberg, and I am in 
no position to contradict it." lliat 
prothocaragmatici does not necessarily 
mean the nnt (primi) typograi>hers on 
earth, we know from the way in which 
protho was used in the latter Middle 
Ages, it simply signifying chief, prin- 
cipal." 

It may be interesting to add that the 
first distinct mention of the name of 
Gutenberg, as far as Ls known, is in a 
Chronicle published t4th Ji>ly> i474t at 
Rome, by Joh. Philippus de Lignamme. 
ITie reference is as follows : — 

" Jacobus cognomento Gutenbergo : 
patna Argent inus & quidam alter cui 
nomen Fustus imprimendamm litterarum 
in membranis cum metallicis formis periti 
trecentas cartas quisque eorum per diem 
facere innotescunt apud Maguntiam, 
Germanie civiiatem. Johannes quoque 
Mentelinus nuncujiatus apud Argentinam 
ejusdem provincie civitatem : am in 
cxxlem artificio peritus totidem cartas per 
diem imprimere agnoscitur." 

Here, Mr. Hessels points out, is a 
plain statement that in the summer of 1459 
two presses were at work at Mentz, and 
one at Strassburfc, in the hands of 
Gutenberg, Fust, and Menlelin respect- 
ively ; but not a Mngle word is to be 
found which even touches upon the 
invention of the art. 

It is necessary to add, that since Mr. 



Hessels's work was issued, and of course, 
since this epitome of it was prepared, M. 
Claudin, the eminent Paris bookseller, 
has called attention to " a new document 
on Gutenberg,"— -that is, one that has 
passed unrecognised till now. It is a 
letter of GuilTaume Fichet Savoisien, 
^ddressed to Robert Gaguin, and which 
is found at the head of some copies of 
the " Liber Orthographia," of Gasparini 
of Bergamo, printed in 1470. I'his work, 
the preface of which is dated, like the 
letter in Question, in January, S470, is 
the second which had been printed in 
Paris, aedibus Sorbonae, and by the 
same workmen who had printed the 
first of the letters of the same author, at 
the end of the year 1469, or in the first 
months of 1470.^ In this epistle to 
Gagtiin, written in emphatic but very 
incorrect Latin, Fichet says that the new 
workmen in books (novum librarioruni 
eenus) came from (yermany. Ulric 
TGering], Michel [Friburger^, and 
Martin [KrantzJ affirm that it is a 
certain Jean called Bonemontanus 
I^Ponne Montagne, Guten-berg^ who 
invented the art of printing m the 
environs of Mayence. At the time 
when these sheets are g[oine to press 
M. Claudin's work, in which he will set 
forth at length the details of his discovery*, 
has not been published ; but it is evident 
that if the reference is well authenticated, 
we have^ here a supremely important 
contribution to the history of typography, 
and one that is almost sufficient in itself 
to settle the typographic controversy of 
the last three centuries. We understand, 
however, that the "discovery" is not 
regarded as of much importance by men 
of such eminence as Mr Henry^ Brad- 
shaw, who, it may be mentioned, coincides 
with Mr. Hessels as to the "Mazarine" 
or " Gutenberg " Bible not being the 
work of Gutenberg. Mr. George Builen, 
of the British Museum, read a paper on 
M. Claudin's discovery at the Library 
Congress at Dublin, 1884, in which he 
expressed grave doubts as to its value as 
tending to the elucidation of the still 
vexed question as to the origin of 
typography.

Finally, he was instrumental in pro- 
ducing the " Walter Press," patented 
between 1R63 and 1S71, by Mr. John 
Cameron MacDonald, the present prac- 
tical manager of the establishment, and 
Mr. Joseph Calverley, engineer. Tne 
publications cited above give an account 
of this machine. Mr. Walter has also 
had the compos«ng-machine invented 
by Kadenhcim greatly improved ; it now 
sets up the most of the news portion of 
the Times.

Many incidents are related ^ in this 
book demonstrative of the spirit of ex- 
clusiveness which obtained two centuries 
ago in the printing, as in other guilds. ^ No 
one who had not been duly apprenticed 
to the trade was allowed to carry on busi- 
ness on his own account. In Constanz (on 
the borders of Switzerland), for example, 
the son of one David Haut inherited the 

{mnting-ofhce of his father after the 
atter^s death, lite two journeymen in 
his employ afterwards discovered that 
their master had never been apprenticed 
to the art of Printing, but to that 
of type-founding. They consequently 
struck work, in which course of action 
they were joined by the apprentices. 
Haut called in the aid of the Lucerne 
authorities, but the men escaped into 
the ** Holy Roman Empire," where they 
had the support of the German printing 
guilds, which latter held the conduct of 
the men to have been " faithful and 
true." It is amusing to read that, 
"although Haut was left in po^session 
of his printing-office, it was ordained 
that no youth apprenticed to him should 
be considered to have properly learned 
his trade." In Stockholm, a master- 
bookbinder named Keiser, advanced in 



years, umilarly inherited a printing- 
oflice. He, in consejquence, proceeded 
to Hamburg, requesting the local guild 
to allow him to be apprenticed to the 
craft. His wish was complied with, and 
a manager was appointed, to whom be 
was aoprenticed, and who, meanwhile, 
took tne superintendence of the Stock- 
holm establishment. Having completed 
his term of service he was declared free 
of the Hamburg guild, llie question of 
apprenticeship continued a fruitful source 
(M discord. Again and again regulations 
were passed to limit the number of boys 
in pnntine-offices, and those who had 
served with masters who employed boy 
labour, either exclusively or to a dis- 
proportionate extent, were not admitted 
to tne ranks of the journeymen. Deqnte 
all enactments, however, boy labour 
continued to flourish, although the 
proprietors of such so-called *' hedge 
presses" were held in great contempt 
Doth by masters and men. 

From an edict issued by the Dantzig 
Town Council, and given, in exttnso, 
by Werther, it would appear that the 
employers xs well as the employed had a 
right to a certain number of copies of 
an^ work printed in their establishment. 
It is provided, by an enactment of the 
year 1660, that the author shall have the 
risht to redeem the copies in question, 
while in no case was it le^al to dispose 
of these presentation copies before the 
complete work had been delivered to the 
author. Printers were also threatened 
with imprisonment and the recovery of 
damages if they struck off anv extra 
copies besides those ordered by^ the 
author. Many other and no less inter- 
esting particulars are given in the above 
work, which contains, in addition, the 
names of succesuve earlv printers in 
many Orman towns, ana tne seals of 
several printing corporations are also 
figured.

Whittingham had submitted their old 
records, correspondence, &c., to the 
inspection of a competent editor, with 
the view of compiling a History of the 
Chiswick Press, from about 1792 to i860. 
This work has not yet appeared, and we 
have to refer to tne above articles for 
anything like an adequate notice of this 
celebrated family — the omission of which 
in this BiBLicxzRAPHY would be inex- 
cusable. 



The first Charles Whittingham was 
bom near Coventry, June 16, 1767, and 
was apprenticed to a printer. At the 
age of twenty-five he came to London, 
wmere he carried on the business of a 

Sinter till i799» when he removed to 
ean-street, Fetter-lane. In 1807, he 
removed to more commodious prembcs 
at 103, Goswell-street, where, m 181 1, 
he took Rowland into partnership, stvling 
the firm " Whittingham & Kowland, 
Printers," which continued until 1818. 
In 1625 the Goswell-street establuhment 
was vacated. Meanwhile, Whittingham 
removed to Chiswick and set up his first 
presi* there under the management of 
Kowland. He was first in a house on 
the Mall, and then removed to College- 
house. The business at Chiswick was 
wholly his own, and carried on in his sole 
name till hLs death in January, 1840. 
llie works printed by C. Whittingham 
arranged chronologically and according 
to the names of the several publishers, 
his customers, would aflford an mstructive 
lesson in London pripting and publishinif . 
This was the period of the " legiti- 
mates" .ind ''Pirates." The former 
stuck to ponderous trade editions of

collected works, vaunting the costly 

3uarto ^ and discouraging the cheap 
^ uodecimo or handy volume. The latter 
in the early part of this century brought 
out beautiful little illustrated cheap 
editions of single standard poems, whicn 
had great popularitv.

It is stated in the Preface that^ at the 
time this hand-book was originally 
planned, no modem practical work on 
the same subject existed. The want, it 
may be mentioned here, has not even 
yet been supplied, as far as a book in 
the English language is concerned, the 
nearest approach being Noble's " Diffi- 
culties in Machine Printing, and How to 
Overcome them," which may be recom- 
mended as a supplement to this book, 
but it does not describe the varieties and 
coastruction of machines. In France 
and Germany, however, several valuable 
practical works of a very complete 
character have since appeared {jsn 
MoNNBT and Waldow). 

Mr. Wilson's book begins with an 
account of the distinction between the 
press and the machine, and of the 
invention of the latter. This historical 
part now requires modification, owing 
to the researches of Herr Theodor 
Goebel, embodied in his memoir of 
" Friedrich Koenig und die Erfindung 
der Schnellpresse " (Stuttgart, 1883), and 
the valuable articles reviewing it, by 
Mr. William Blades, in the Printe/s 
Register, October, 1883, to June, 1884, 
inclusive. Mr. Wilson proceeds to give 
instructions for making-ready, and then 
enters into particulars of platen, per- 
fecting, single- cylinder, two - colour, 
jobbing, and rotary machines, not omit- 
ting^ motors, gas, steam, and water 
engines, concluding with tne appliances 
of the printer's warehouse.

Wolf's book is, in itself as well as in 
its contents, a "typographical monu- 
ment." He collected many fugitive and 
ephemeral dissertations, poems, memoirs, 
&c., and translated them into Latin. In 
thb way he has preserved some of the. 
literature of printing that might other- 
wise have passed away into oblivion. 
The pieces are, of course, of unequal 
value ; some, indeed having no value at 
all as history, but as curiosities. In this 
BiBLiocRAHHV niost of them have been 
cited under the names of their authors, 
and the annotations jgiven may be useful 
to students of this remarkable col- 
lection.

Paul's-churchyard, at the sign of the 
Brazen Serpent, which emblem he used 
as a device. Stow thought that he built 
his dwelling '* from the ground, out of 
the old chapel which he purchased of the 
king at the dissolution of the monasteries; 
on the same ground he had several other 
tenements, and afterwards purchased 
several leases of the dean and chapter of 
St. Paul's." He followed his typo- 
graphical occupation for some vears with 
great reputation ; he printed most of 
Archbishop Cranmer's writings, and was 
also employed by other eminent men. 
Ames saj's that he wiis the first person 
who enjojred a patent for being printer to 
the king in Latin, Greek, and Hebrew ; 
by which instrument he was also author- 
ised to be his majesty's bookseller and 
stationer^ with an annuity of 36s. 8d. 
during life. All other booksellers and 
stationers were prohibited from printing 
or selling any of his books. During Queen 
Mary's reign Ames supposes that Wolfe 
was employed in preparing the materials 
which compose nolinshed s "Chronicle.** 
In the first yearof the reign of Elizabeth, 
he became Master of the Stationers' Com- 
pany, 10 which he was a generous bene- 
factor and one of the original members. 



In 1564, 1567, and 1579, he again served 
the same office. He is thought to have 
died in 1573, when he was buried in the 
church of St. Faith. 

The portrait herewith is that drawn by 
Faithorne, and reprinted in Ames's 
" Typographical Antiquities." Wolfe 
used two devices, the larger one of which 
is here reproduced. It_ was probably 
adopted from some foreign pnnter, as 
the serpent was usually introduced in 
their devices. "'ITiis, perhaps," says 
Johnson in the "Typographia," "came 
from Conrad Neobanus (r/if> his ' Apos- 
tolorum et Sanctorum Concilia,' 1510, 
4to). There appears to have been some 
tangible figure of this device, probably a 
carved sign, since in the will of Wolfe's 
widow the Brazen Serpent is a part of 
the goods bequeathed to her other son 
Robert. Wolfe's other device, of which 
there are two sizes, consisted^ of an 
ele^nt cartouche German shield, on 
which is represented a fruit-tree and two 
boys, otie of whom is taking down the 
fruit with a stick, whilst the other is 
taking it up off the ground. A large 
scroll of two folds pa«<ses between the 
upper branches of the tree containing 
the word "Charitas" in small Roman 
characters ; whence this device is called 
by Ames and Herbert the "Tree of 
Charity."

Devices. — Nine devices are known to 
have been used by Wynken de Worde. 

I. I'he ** white • grounded Caxton 
device," which is merely a copy of 
Caxton's smallest device. It was the 
first adopted by Wynken de Worde, 
being used by him only ** at Weait- 
nainster," or " J" Caxton's house," with- 
out any other colophon. 

a. I'he "small black-grounded Caxton 
device." It is an elongated variation of 
the preceding, without the border, sur* 
rounded by a narrow double line^ and 
leaving the letters, cyphers, flounshes, 
and ornaments drawn in white upon a 
black stellated background. On a 
narrow white space beneath the device, 
which in No. x is filled with leaves and 
flowers, is the name of Wynken de 
Worde in small stout black letter. 'I'he 
present was one of the earliest devices 
used by this printer in Fleet-street. 

3. A very rare tripartite device, nearly 
square, and enclosed by one strong black 
line. At the top is a scroll of three folds 
placed between two biasing stars, having 
upon it the name of Wynken de Worde in 
small stout black letters. Beneath the 
centre of the scroll is a crescent, sup- 
porting a star between its horns ; and 
below, occupying almost the whole 
breadth of the cut, are Caxton's initials 
and cypher, linked together by large and 
grotesque knots, all cut in outline. The 
bottom of this device displays the sun, 
standing between three tall flowers grow- 
ing out of the ground on the left hand, 
and a vine with grapes on the right A 
tuft of grass and leaves appears at the 
root of each plant, and another rises out 
of the bottom centre of the engrraving 
next to the frame. 

4. The "flowery Caxton device." A 
square device, rather smaller than the 
last, consisting of the "W.C." and cypher 
reversed, in strong black letters on a 
white ground ; while, from the centre 
beneath, spring out two branches with 
four flowers on each, inclining down on 
each side. The whole is within a 
narrow border of somewhat rich foliage, 
bounded both without and within by a 
double line, but that on the outside of all 
is considerably thicker than the rest. At 
each of the four ang^les of the border is a 
black square, containing a rose or star 
drawn upon it in white. Used only at 
Westminster. 

5. The tripartite device. This, di- 
vided into three parts lengthways, is 
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very interesting. The upper third alludes 
to the si^n of Wynken de Worde's habi- 
tation in Fleet-street, the "Golden 
Sun," standing on a flat crescent. The 
middle refers to his connexion with 
Caxton, as it is occupied with the 
letters W.C. and the cypher. The lower 
refers to himself and hts royal patroness, 
Maigaret, mother of Henry VII., since 
he introduces his own name and the 
royal supporter, the ^ greyhound. On 
the edge of the scroll is a rude represen- 
tation of a safitttirius, lying down and 
holding up his bow with his left 
hand. 

6. The common or largest tripartite 
device, which we reproduce. It is an 
upright parallelognim, surrounded and 
divided by double line. The contents of 
the divisions are neariy the same as in 
No. 5, but they are larger. The crescent 
in the upper one U omitted. The small 
stars are diflferently arranged. I'he 
initials in the centre are particularly 
large and handsome. In the lowest com- 
partment the scroll has a double outline, 
and with the Sagittarius and hound is 
reversed.
